PREFACE, 


Jon AvsTIN was born of a good family 
at Walpole in the county of Norfolk, and 
was educated in St. John' 8 's College in Cam- 
bridge, where he was contemporary with 
Mr. John Serjeant, who afterwards publ:ſh- 
ed the ſecond edition of this Work, wherein 
he relates the .circumſtances of his death. 
About 1640 Mr. Auſtin, became Catholic: 
and leaving the Univerſity, deſigned to fol- 
low the law ; for which end he entered him- 
ſelf in Lincoln's Inn, He was for ſome time 
tutor to a Gentleman : and it 1s probable he 
travelled in this capacity; for we find he 
did not neglect this ſource of improvement. 


He -atterwards lived in London, ſpending 
his time wholly in books and learned con- 
verſation; enjoying the friendſhip of ſeveral 
men of great parts and erudition, who aſſiſt- 
ed one another in their writings. Beſides 
this Publication, Mr. Auſtin is Author of 
the following: a 


1. The Chriſtian Moderator, or Perſecu- 
tion for Religion condemned, &c. 

2. Reflections upon the Oaths of Supre- 
macy and Allegiance. 


3. Several Pamphlets, &c. 
THE 
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Tu Devotions were at firſt publiſhed in 
two volumes, The ſecond, from what cauſe 
we know not, is now almoſt neglected. It 

cConſiſted of the four Goſpels reduced to the 

form of leflons ; beſides which a third volume 
remains in manuſcript. The Author was pre- 
vented from finiſhing the Office of the Bleſſed 


Virgin, which he intended to inſert in the 


ſecond edition, as has been done ſince. 
Death, for which he had fitted his ſoul by a 
well-ſpent life, interrupted his labours. He 
ſweetened a tedious ſickneſs by a perpetual 
exerciſe of divine love; and welcomed his ap- 
proaching diſſolution with incredible tranſ- 
ports of joy, which would break forth at 
times with © Satiabor—Satiabor, cum ap- 
* paruerit gloria tua,” ——* Then then 
„ ſhall I be ſatisfied, when thy glory ſhall 
appear.“ When he perceived death imme- 
_ diately ſeizing its prey, he once more ſum- 
moned all the powers of his ſoul to produce 
one vigorous act of divine love, and gave up 
the ghoſt with theſe remarkable words : 
© Now—heartily for heaven—through Jeſus 
** Chriſt.” ——He died in Bow Street Covent 
Garden anno 1669, and was interred in the 
Pariſh Church of St. Paul.

MR. Aus rIN was a Gentleman of ſingular 
parts and accompliſhments. He had made a 
more than ordinary progreſs in the various 
ſciences of Law, Mathematics and Philoſo- 
phy; but he. excelled in the knowledge of 
the ſubſtantial and uſeful parts of Divinity. 

Well {killed in foreign languages, he was ſo 
great a maſter of the Engliſh, that his ſtile 
was long conſidered as a model. He did 


not lead a retired life: his houſe was gene- 


rally crowded with thoſe who delighted to 
find in the ſame man, the affable friend, the 
prudent adviſer and the charitable aſſiſtant. 
His converſation was exceedingly pleaſant 
and cheerful. To the greateſt condeſcenſion 


he: joined the niceſt ſenſe of honour, and 
freedom of deportment to innocence and 


integrity. His piety, which affected rather 
to conceal itſelf than to appear, kept his 
mind wholly bent on the great buſineſs of 
life, the concerns of futurity, 


SUCH was the ſervant of God to whoſe 
enlightened piety we owe this inimitable 
production, the prayers excepted, which 
were compoſed by a fricud of the Author's 
at his deſire. We do not pretend to aſcer- 
tain how many-editions it has gone through ; 
but

but this we know, that the preſent has been 
preceded by twenty impreſſions at leaſt. The 
Editors have endeavoured to do juſtice to 


the merit of the work, ſparing no pains nor 
expences to render this edition ſuperior to 


the former. The correction of the ortho- 
graphy was become neceſſary; and ſeveral 


expreſſions muſt have ſounded harſh to a 


modern ear. The Hymns, as they now 
ſtand, are more the poetry of the heart than 


of the head: They might have appeared in 


a more artificial dreſs; but there was danger 


of diveſting them of their energetic fimpli- 
city, the beſt ornament for this kind of 
compoſition, Some alterations, however, 
have been attempted where judged neceſ- 


fary. On theſe grounds we build our hopes 


of {ſupport from the religious part of Society, 
and in particular from Catholics, who have 
been for ſo many years calling in vain for 

an impreſſion of a work ſo univerſally

Did we adore as we ought the wiſdom of our 
God, we ſhould eaſily truſt him to rule his own 

world. 
Could we underſtand the ſecret character of his de- 
crees, we ſhould read in each ſyllable a perfect har- 
mony, | CD 

Teach us, O thou bleſſed enlightener of our minds! 
teach us to expound thy actions in a fair ſenſe. | 

Suffer us not to follow our private ſpirit, leſt we 
create to ourſelves a voluntary miſery.

You who' fear our Lord, 
hope in him, and mercy ſhall come to you for your 
refreſhment; love him, and your hearts ſhall be illu- 
minated. Behold the generations of men, and know 
that none has hoped in our Lord and been confound- 
ed. Who ever continued in his commandments and 
was forſaken? or called upon him and he deſpiſed 
him? God is compaſſionate and merciful, and will 

pardon 
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pardon ſins in the day of tribulation, and protect all 
thoſe that ſeek him in truth. Wo to the double 
heart and wicked lips, and the hands that work evil, 
and the ſinner that goes on the earth two ways.

I ſubmit and adore thy providence, 
which ſcatters theſe temporal things with a ſeeming 
negligence, as trifles of ſo little importance that they 
ſignify neither love nor hatred. *Nothing but heaven 
1s indeed conſiderable, nothing but eternity deſerves 


our eſteem. Fix thou our ſteps, O Lord! that we 


ſtagger not at the uneven motions of the world, but 
ſteadily go on to our glorious home ; not cenſuring 
our journey by the weather we meet, nor turning out 


of the way for any accident that befals us, * Nothing 
but, &c.

wind of doctrine by the wickedneſs of men, and their 
craftineſs to circumvent into error: but following the 

truth 
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truth in charity, let us in all things grow in him who 
is our head, Chriſt. And I beleech you, brethren, 
by the name of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, that you all 
ſay one thing, and that there be no ſchiſms among 
you; but that you be perfect in one ſenſe, and in one 
knowledge. Mark them that make diſſentions and 
ſcandals, contrary to the doctrine which you have 
learned, and avoid them; for ſuch ſerve not Chriſt 
our Lord, but their own belly; and by ſweet ſpeeches 
and benedictions ſeduce the hearts of the ſimple. Be- 
lieve not every ſpirit, but prove the ſpirits whether 
they be of God; for many falſe prophets are gone out 
into the world : therefore, brethren, ſtand faſt, hold 
the traditions which you have learned, whether by 
word of mouth or our epiſtle. Obey your prelates, 
and be ſubject to them; for they watch as being to 
render account for your ſouls. 

R. My God! if ravenous wolves ſeek by force to 
devour me, and with threats and penalties fright me 
from thy faith; this ſhall be my guard againſt all their 
violence: I believe my Creed, and in it One Holy 


Catholick and Apoſtolic Church. If foxes ſeek by 


craft to deceive me, and with wit and fallacies to ſe- 


Fuce me from thy truth ; this ſhall be my evaſion from 
all their ſubtility: I believe, &c. 


SECOND LESSON. 


Ahn JzsUs coming near, ſpake to his diſciples, ſay- 


ing, All power is given me in heaven and in earth;

The apoſtles hearing that Samaria had received the 

word of God, ſent to them Peter and John, who, when 
they were come, prayed for them, that they might re- 
ceive the Holy Ghoſt ; for he was not yet come upon 
any of them, but they were only, baptiſed in the name 
ot our Lord Jeſus: then they impoſed their hands on 
them, and they received the Holy Ghoſt. 
And Jeſus faid to his diſciples, As my Father ſent 
me, I alſo ſend you; and he breathed on them, and 
faid, Receive you the the Holy Ghoſt : whoſe fins you 
ſhall forgive, they are forgiven ; and whoſe you ſhall 
retain, they are retained. 

The chalice of benediction which we bleſs, is it not 
the communication of the blood of Chriſt? and the 
bread which we break, is it not the participation of 
the body of our Lord? 

When they had ordained to them prieſts in every 
church, and had prayed with faſtings, they commend- 
ed them to our Lord, in whom they believed. 

For this cauſe ſhall a man leave his father and mo- 
ther, and cleave to his wife ; and they ſhall be two 
in one fleſh: This is a great ſacrament ; but! ſpeak 
in Chriſt and in the church. 

Is any one ſick among you? let him bring in the 
prieſts of the church, and let them pray over him, 
anointing him with oil in the name of our Lord: and 
the prayer of faith ſhall ſave the fick, and our Lord 
ſhall raiſe bim up; and if he be in fins, they ſhall be 
remitted him. | 

Now, to him that is able to do all things more 
abundantiy than we deſire or underſtand, according to 


: The 
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the power that works in us; to him be glory in the 
church, and in Chriſt Jeſus, to all generations, world 
without end. Amen. 

R. Blefſed, O Lord! be thy holy name, who haſt 
provided the ſcriptures for the comfort of the faithful ; 
and bleſſed be thy gracious wiſdom, who haſt left in 
thy church a rule to interpret them ; *Leſt the un- 
learned and unſtable ſhould pervert them to their own 
deſtruion.

Better is a poor man walking in his ſim- 
plicity, than the rich in crooked ways. Sweet is the 
labourer's ſleep, whether he eat much or little; but 
the fatiety of the rich ſuffers him not to ſleep. Some, 
who have nothing, are as if they were rich; and others, 
who abound in wealth, are as if they were poor. Some 
give of their own, and become richer ; others take 
what is not their own, and are always in want. The 

"ſincerity of the jult ſhall direct them; and the deceit- 
fulneſs of the perverſe ſhall deſtroy them.
